Space News 


AMSAT has announced that two new French Amateur Radio mini satellites or 
picosats are planned for launch on May 3rd. The satellites will be launched as 
secondary payloads with the SPOT-5S satellite. 


The two hamsats are being funded, designed and built by AMSAT-France. Both will 
transmit recorded voice messages using Narrow Band FM along with digital 
telemetry. Data will be transmitted at 400 baud BPSK. Downlink frequencies are 
listed as 145.84 MHz and 435.27 MHz.
